f~j NE of the moit famous of 
^^ Roman legends is the story 
of Romulus, the legendary tint 
Ling of Rome and hit twin brother 
Remus, The tale relates that the 
boys, the sons of Man end Silvia, 
the daughter of the King of Alba, 
wars placed in a basLet or trough 
and cast into the Tiber River by 
their grand uncle Amulius, who 
had tailed the throne of Alba. 
The basket floated on the Tiber 
until it grounded in tome 
marshes, at a spot under a wild 
fig tree. Here they were found 
and suckled by a ine woff. They 
ware later picked up by a shep- 
herd who brought them home to 
hit wife. As years want by the 
boys grew up to be superior men. 
They soon became leaders of a 
warlike band of shepherds and 
in the course of time, they were 
recogniiad by their grandfather 
Numifor, the deposed King of 
Alba, After slaying their grand 
uncle Amuliui, they restored the 
throne of Alba to Numitor. 

One day, the two boys quar- 
relled over the location of a tit* 
for their proposed city of Rome. 
Romulus set up the boundaries 
on the site where he end his 
brother were cast ashore years 
before. Remus did not like the 
location and made fun of the 
boundary wall set up by Romulus 
and leaped over it. In heated 
anger, Romulus it ruck and slew 
his brother and immediately re- 
gretted it. 

Some time later after the city 
of Rome was started, Romulus 
was holding a review of hit army 
'when suddenly the skies grew 
dark and a storm fell upon them. 
The people fled in terror. When 
the ttorm was over and the peo- 
ple returned, Romulus was not to 
be found. The belief of the 
people was that during the dark- 
ness, thunder and lightning of 
the storm, Romulus' father Mars, 
carried him off to the dwelling 
place of the gods. 

During 1929, on the anniver- 
sary of the founding of Rome, 
Italy issued a set of 20 stamps in 
commemoration of the event. 
One of the main designs in the 
set was a picture of the she wolf 
suclltng Romulus and Remus.
